He left a widow 
and three children. 


Crimes Charged to Marcks. 

Among the crimes for which Marcks was 
sought by the detectives was the robbery of 
the saloon of Ernest Steirs, 1820 North Ash- 
land avenue, July 9, in which Otto Bender 
was killed by one of the holdup men, and the 
holdup in the saloon of Charlies Alvin, Ros- 
coe street and Sheffield avenue, three days 
later, in which half a dozen men were robbed. 
He is also under suspicion in the street car 
robbery. 

Marcks was not known to any of the pa- 
trons of Greenberg's saloon, and the police 
believe he entered it with a view of returning 
to rob the place later.

Many Kinds of Goods Taken. 

Charges that one hose reel company car- 
ried back to the engine house after the fire 
three dozen pairs of shoes were made by 
spectators. One hundred and fifty dollars’ 
worth of meerschaum pipes were taken from 
a case in the Fowler drug store. The box of- 
fice of the ] .opkins theater and trunks in the 
dressing rooms were rifled; desks were broken 
open, in one case an ax being used to get into 
a drawer. The cash drawer in the box office 
of the theater was opened by picking the lock 
and $15 in cash was stolen, The drawer was 
threwn into another part of the house. One 
trunk belonging to an employé of the animal 
show was broken open and two pistols were 
stolen. The jewelry store of Rodgers & Krull 
was looted of all the valuables, worth over 
$1,000. Fine opera glasses, silverware, and 
other articles were taken. 

Mayor Says Evidence Is Strong. 

Mayor Charlies F. Grainger, who ordered 
the investigation, said today: “‘ Evidence of 
looting at the fire was brought to meandI 
am sorry to say that members of the fire 
department are implicated. We ordered a 
search of the engine houses and the detec- 
tives have already many articles.

Donnelley Employe Attacked by 
 Pressfeeders Shoots a Man. 


CLIMAX OF MANY AFFRAYS. 
Vietin Ts Ewill Reichow and Charles 
Fyqang Is His Slayer. 


The pressfeeders’ strike, long continued and 
bitterly contested, cost a life last night. 

The man killed was Emil Reichow, a strike 
picket and a member of Franklin Union No. 
4 of pressfeeders. His slayer was Charles 
F. Lang, foreman of the pressroom of the 


his brother had been surrounded by a crowd 
of pickets and sympathizers and threatened 


in self-defense. 
The affray occurred late in the afternoon 
at State and Polk streets, and followed ah as- 
sault by union pickets on Clarence Wood, an- 
other Donnelley employé, who was severély 
beaten. | 
Much disorder has marked the progress of 
the Franklin union pressfeeders’ strike, 
which began on Oct. 5. Men and women 
workers have been threatened and a number 
beaten by strikers or their friends. Injune- 
tions were issued against picketing and sev- 
eral strikers have been punished by the 
courts for violating the legal orders, . 


Two Attacks in One Hour. 


Nearly every Saturday has geen a number 
of fights, and yesterday was no exception. 
The first attack of the day came when Wood, 
a pressman employed by the Donnelley com- 
pany, was attacked at Polk streetand Plym- 
outh place just after he had left hig work for 
the day. Wood said he recognized among 
his assailants a number of the men who had 
been posted as pickets in front of the Don- 
nelley building. 

An hour after the assault on Wood Lang, 
accompanied by his brother Daniel, left the 
Donnelley building and went to a barber shop 
in State street, near Polk. The two men 
were followed by a crowd of men who, 
Charles Lang says, were nearly all members 


| of the striking press feeders’ union. The 


brothers reached the barber shop ahead of 
the crowd, which collected about the door 
and waited. 
Growds Threaten Lang Brothers. 
When Lang and his brother left the shop 
the strikers and their friends were ready for 
them. They were surrounded at once and 
Charles Lang, seeing that he was in danger, 
uncovered a special police star which he 
wore, and drew his revolver. He ordered the 
crowd to allow him and his brother to pass. 
For answer Daniel Lang was struck on the 
side of the face and knocked down.

' LONDON, Nov. 21:—Before Baron Alver- 
stone, lord chief justice of England, there 
was heard this week a libel suit in which 
Stephen Coleridge, son of the late Lord Chief 
Justice Coleridge and a relative of the poet, 
was defendant, Prior to the arrival of tite 
king and queen of Italy this case almost 
monopolized public attention in London, and 
at each hearing the court was crowded with 
fashionable audiences. 

‘When the verdict was reached the péople 
in the courtroom cheered lustily and a hum- 
ber of them rushed out with the news to the 
crowds awaiting the result~in the streets. 
Then there was more cheering, ané a.body 
of young men, mainly medical students, ine 
vaded the Strand, and, waving their hats 
and shouting, carried the news farther afield: 

The case which aroused this extraordinary 
interest was one tn which the anti-vivisection 
campaign was on trial. Stephen Coleridge, 
ike all his family, is a nated opponent of 
vivisection and honorary secretary of the 
Vivisection ‘society, At a public medét- 
ing, held at St. James’ ‘hall in May last ’ 
Coleridge read a statement; stipplied 
by two Swedish womén, which practically ' 
amounted to a charge of gross and delibérate | 
cruelty against Dr. W. M. Bayliss, professor 
of physiology at the London university col-‘ 
lege in experiments conducted on a live dog 
In the laboratory... It was alleged that no 
ansesthetics had been administered, and that / 
the struggles of the animal proved complete 

Vivisection Not Iiegal. 
Under British taw vivisection is plainly 
mitted in certain recognised cases, provided ' 
thie animal operated on is rendered uncoh- | 
scious by the use of anesthetics and.that | 
this killed the animal before it hada chance!

The same influence is shown in the undue pro- 
portion of paretic dementia among the Irish, which is much. greater in 
‘Cook county than in New York.City, And this arises from the Irish in

general appearance which indicates the presence of a wasting disease. 
These patients are distinetly consumptive. The commonwealth has the 
right, as well as the duty, to demand their separation from Ahe community. 


The housing of these sufferers in hospitals is distinctly unscientific and in-. 


human. Sanitariums offering tents or small barracks for dwellings and 
situated in a wild climate at fA medium altitude, ‘surrounded by pine woods 
and far distant from large centers of industry and commerce, are best 


suited for the care of the unfortunate victims ot consumption. Since the 
assimilation of food forced into the unwilling patient is by far the most 
Important point in the treatment of consumption, the beneficial influence of |

sketch.. Take these few lines; they contain 
m history of the nein slave. They record 
in irregular rhythm, but concise phrase, the 
story of a “kid” who was captured by 
tramps and taught the life fhat obtains in the 
underworld. 

The istory told in this introductory lyric of 
tramp life translated would run something 
like this: Two young boys (“ kids” began 
their activities at 12 or 13) were sitting 
round and smoking cigaret ends in a Chicago 
railroad yard, when a couple of “ peter men * 
{that is safeblowers, who in dull seasons 
lapse back to the condition of ordinary 
tramps) saw them, stole up and seized one 
and started him out of Chicago on a New 
Work freight, to begin his work for his mas- 
ter, “ jocker,”’ as the boy sings. The boy telis 
of the tricks he was taught.

What is to be done to help Wyoming out of this deplorable state 
is not yet decided on. bly when the unattached young women of the country learn 
of the wretched plight of the fifty-eight out of every hundred men they will begin to emi- 
grate, and the western plains will be covered with prairie*schooners, each bearing a house- 
hold outfit and a young woman. 


for Romance Like 

Most of the fifty-eight out of a hundred young men who cannot find wives are ranch- 
men—cattle men and sheep men. There is a chance for every young woman who travels 
westward to come into possession of a romance like that in the “ Virginian.”” Undoubt- 
edly there are a number of young men similar to the one pictured by Owen Wister who 
are waiting by the ford for some young eastern school teacher to come along with a 
drunken driver and fall out of the stage coach. 

Owen Wister does say that the period which developed the “Virginian ” is past or is 
passing rapidly away, but this is a pessimistic view. Where there are onttle lands there 
will be cattlemen, and they make men something like the Virginian. 

Undoubtedly they are nice young men—a little rough in manners, wtataube, and possi- 
bly a little free in speech, but all that can be corrected. It only shows that they need the 
civilizing influence of the young women. These fifty-eight out of a hundred men should 
‘be brought in touch with a woman's refining influences.

é@xtreme dégradation, wearing himself rap- 
fdiy out. At list his master realized that he 
was dying, and had him insured. One day 
“Cincinnati Kid” vanished. According to 
“Saginaw Red” he died naturally, and is 
buried in Calvary cemetery. ven to his 
death the little chap kept his secret, and his 
i@entity perished with him. —

“Pekin Eddy.” who hails from a west- 
ern, not a Chinese, Pekin, is at present the 
proud possessor of two “ kids,”’ mournful, 
Diighted specimens of humanity, who are 
working Jersey towns for him. One ciaims 
the professional name of “ Tin Kars,”’ given 
out of respect to his huge, flapping aural 
appendages, and the other is named “ Swal-” 
low.’ As their “* jocker,”” Eddy, is complete 
despot of their existence, he dominates every 
act and directs toward crime every thought 
they have.

These few instances furnish sufficient ex- 
amples if .everyday life of the great sys- 
tem that burns out hundreds of boys, many 
of them decently reared and of not entire- 
ly bad instincts, starts them on a criminal 
path, puts them in revolting association 
with the tramp “ jockers,”’ to whose vices 
they pander, and to whose crimes they be- | 
come accomplices. Up and down that great 
“road,”’ which stretches from city to city, 
from one haunt of the criminal to another, 
this sad procession of children, the slaves 
of criminals, is marching steadily. 


than Virginia owe their origin to the fatherly care of the English government in seeing to 
it that shiploads of English girls, being duly persuaded of the matrimonial prospects in 
America, were brought to this shore and safely delivered to the hands of husbands. 


Aid from the Government, 
A similar necessity seems to exist in Wyoming, but governments are not so paternal 
any more. They do not refuse to give their daughters away in marriage, but they are not 
paying a great deal in railroad fare for them. The matrimonial prospectors who take up 
the journey into Wyoming are apt to do so on their own responsibility and are apt to pay 
their own freight. The cause of the fifty-eight men out of a hundred doés not lose any- 
thing on this account. It becomes all the more just. 

If any particular locality should be called on t5 furnish a endts of young women for 
Wyoming it should be the District of Columbia. For while the western state is groaning 
under a superfluity of young men as compared with young ‘women, the aewrect is over- 
populated with spinsters and widows. 

There is an apparent reason for this. The government service has attreated thousands 
of young women compelled to earn their own livelihood to Washington, where they can 
obtain employment as clerks in the various departments. 

In great numbers they have flocked to that city. It would seem to argue that the aver- 
age young woman would prefer employment under the government to a position as wife 
of a Wyoming ranchman, Why else should the tide of women be towards the east when 
they are most wanted in the west? 

Thirty-eight out of every hundred in the district are unmarried. Proportions of un- 
married women to the total number of women in any given state or territory do not come 
so high as the proportion of unmarried men to the total masculine population. 


Bachelors than 

While in the state which has the greatest number of unmarried men the proportion 
is fifty-eight te a hundred, the locality having the largest number of unmarried women 
shows only thirty-eight to a hundred. Some philosopher may be able to explain that. 
There are about a million more men over 20 years of age in the country than there are 
women over that age, but this difference is not sufficient to explain the discrepancy entirely. 

And the men are supposed to take the initiative in matrimonial proposals at that. It 
would seem that the young women have married all the eligible young men and have cast 
the others into outer darkness. 

In proportion as Wyoming is a fine place for unmarried young women the District of 
Columbia is the place for bachelors. There is a chance to get not only a wife but a wife 
with a money making capacity. He can marry not only the girl but a government posi- 
tion. Naturally all young men would spurn to consider a thing of this sort, but then it’s 
getting to be a hard fisted, material world after all, and prophets say that romance is 
dying out. - 

There is no particular teason why it shouldn't be just.as romantic to marry @ young 
woman who has an earning capacity of $1,000 a year as one who has a spending capacity 
| pod anaes Probably after five years there would be more romance remaining in the first 
romance than there would be in the second. 

Any young men who think they can fall in love with good looks and $1,000 a year ought 
to hustle for the east, and young women who think they might do likewise with a cattle 
ranch and a lonely young man on it should buy tickets for Wyoming.

But, whatever they do, the young women want to stay away from Indiana and the 
young men from Oklahoma, Men are most wonderfully and thoroughly ed in Indi- 
ana. Only a few have escaped. And the women in Oklahoma are still worse. The pro- 
portion of married men in Ind.ana is as large as that of bachelors in Wyoming.

Y HERE are those not wholly informed in 
art who stfll think that the “ Barbiz-

O complex and perplexing are the pres- 
ent day relationships in our environ- 
ment that woman is being forced into 
consideration of what really are the 
vital needs of the hour, what is the 

purpose of life. There seems to be a force 

pressing .us on to accomplish the greatest 

ag ‘of work in the shortest space of 

Never in the history of the race has there 
been such eagerness to do, to Jearn, to see, 
to be. .Hence the question naturally arises 
how can we best conserve andgiusband pow- 
er in order. to arrive at the goal with the 
least expenditure of force? 

It has become almost trite to say “ sim- 
plify life,” yet the student realizes that out 
from this period of complexity must evolve 
a simpler system in order that life in its best 
sense may endure atall, ~~ 


, 
The work of placing society upon a more 
safe and just basis lies with the individual. 
That whieh every one has to do should be 
done by each In the best, truest way. 
Beginning with the question of clothes, 
which is a common necessity, lies the great- 
est possibility of modification in the conduct. 
of affairs. All that is showy, elaborate, ex- 
travagant, artificial, leads not to health, 
comfort of body, or- peace of mind, while 
that which is simple, straightforward, nat- 
ural, sane, beautiful, makes for strength, 
power, truth, and abidineood. 
What — can afford or have without 
strain; that-which is fitting according to the 
law of use and beauty; that which is con- 
sistent, istherightofevery soul. 
Let us devise’'a method of dressing which 
will give some leisure and liberty from the 
thought of it. -To follow so difficult a task 
mistress ag fashion, really requires the best 
part ef one’s energies and time, as well as 
large sums of money. In these .days of 
economic distress and disturbance all along 
the line woman may well ponder upon the 
relation of dress to the whole general plan. 


The system of waste which follows in the 


wake of fashion is both irreligious and un- 


ethical. To discard a garment and purchase 
another simply because the season, and con- 
sequently the fashion, changes !s not a good, 


wise, or true reason. If a costume were a 


matter of individual taste, a harmonious ex- 


pression of the real person, it would not so | 
soon become a caricature. The-reason we | 


can endure any one fashion so short a time 


is because if it is so unbeautiful, something 


within us cries out a we.must perforce 
make a change. If the new fashion is no 
more harmonious, it will be no’ more endutr- 
ing. How a sensible, intelligent being can 
consent to wear at one time that which is 
entirely ugly and grotesque at another isa 
mystery. . For instance, hoop skirt, balloon 
sleeve, bustle, etc., instruments of deformity 
known to devotees of fashion. That which 
expresses neither comfort nor beauty in dress 
should have no place in a woman's ward- 
robe; it becomes an insult to the dignity of 
womanhood. Because of the subtle influence 
of impression and suggestive; thought re- 
sulting from that which is seen it is every 
person's duty to present as harmonious and 
beautiful an expression as possibie. 


' However simple and inexpensive the ral- 
ment may be it can be made a true expression 
of the individual. 

By considering the type, fabric, color, com- 
bination, ornamentation, and the use for 
which the garment is intended, in its relation 
to the wearer, a result may be produced both 
restful and enduring. | 

Eliminate from the costume symbols of sac- 
rificed life; sensuous suggestiveness In cut 
and fit; inappropriateness of time and place, 
such as long skirts on the street, crude and 
inartistic mingling of color. Do not feel con-
